Gorey of TIME Magazine inquiring about H.R. 14590, the Agency bill 
pending before House Armed Services Committee. Mr. Blandford 
reveiwed the bill briefly in general terms and related to the travel, 
medical and other authorities covered therein. He noted his under- 
standing that the bill in large measure amends existing authorities and 
does not include any provisions that are not already available in other 
legislation. In response to a request for a detailed analysis, he suggested 
Mr. Gorey contact the Agency directly for the reason that the Committee 
staff has had such a schedule of hearings that they have not as yet 
familiarized themselves with the details of the bill.
